Bud Harbison, a neighbor of Mrs. Bolton, 


hod seen fonr men about her houso during 
May, ISvSl. Defendant was uot one of them. 
He -was on tho coroner's jury at tho Hite in- 
quest, and did not l:now that Mrs. Bolton 
said anything at that time about Frank 
James. 


'After a recess of fifteen minutes defendant

did not sco-Dick Liddell, Ryan and Jesso to.

I left Nashville, firstly, 


to look for u livelihood for my family; sec- 
ondly, to get away from these parties. We 
went to George Kite's, a relative in Ken- 
tucky. Regarding the officers' appearance 
near Kite's, threo men approjiched,: and 
Jesse said: 
'They aro after us.' 
I said: 


' 'No, they can't bo after us.' Then Dick Lid- 
dell said: "Jesse and I borrowing u. couple 
of horses at Nashville, and they are after 
us.' 
The officers passed and didn't come 


back. Wood Hito followed thorn a short dis- 
tance. Is is said thero was a strong resem- 
blance between Wood Hito and myself.. Wo 
went from Hite'sto Logon county, Kentucky, 
and Jesso and Dick went away—don't know 
whoro.
